tion called to the newspaper report of 
the recent decision of Circuit Judge 
Qregorv of Milwaukee, holding that 
an Austrian subject cannot maintain 
an action for damages in our courts, 
onid Commissioner Fred Wilcox today. 
••The .report stated that the opinion 
was based ,on the act' of congress ap- 
proved October 6, 1917. This, we take 
it refers to the so-called 'trading with 
the «nemy act.' Until we have a copy 
of the opinion, we do not care to dis- 
cuss the circuit judge's conclusions, 


"On November B, 1917, we made m- 
ouiry of tne United 
States 
attorney 
laneral as to the status .of various 
classes of aliens and 
their 
depend- 
ents among others the following: 
" 'Resident Injured employee who 
*re citixens of Germany, and their de- 
pendents, who are also resident here, 
but are likewise citizens of Germany. 
" 'Resident injured 
employes

are citizens of Austria, Bulgaria and 
Turkey, and their 
dependents, who 
are also resident here, but are citi- 
zens of such countries.. 
"The answer to these and other in- 
quiries came 
from the war trade

" 'Such persons may become ene- 
mies' by reason of doing business with-

acting as an agent, representative, or 
agency of an. 'enemy' or 'ally of enemy 


e°^Comniunications from the alien 
property

An soon as the system is contem- 
plated many simple but perplexing 
questions corns up. What constitutes 
cash? Gash over the counter is cer- 
tainly cash. But what about the man 
who pays his bill 
every 
Saturday 


night after he himself has been paid? 
Or every two weeks? Is that cash? 
The grocer can count it cash in pay- 
ing his monthly bills. Is the object 
of charging for credit to save the 
cost of a bookkeeper, or to relieve the 
dealer from the necessity of carrying 
slow pay oustomrs along for months? 
Will a charge for credit eliminate a 
bookkeeper In the average store ? 
An interesting question has come

Although tha month has been defl- 
cient in precipitation yet there has 
been a remarkably small amount of 
fog—not a single instance of dense 
foe and only 12 days on which light 
fogs occurred.

Piper, a Sharon, Wis., farmer. 
Mr. 
Piper is a 
thoroughly experienced 
sheep man. He usually has B flock of 
twenty-five to 100 sheep, and has kept 
them constantly in spite of the low 
prices that prevailed up to a few 
years ago. 
"The biggest secret of the success- 


ful winter care of sheep is to keep the 
wool from getting wet," 
said 
Mr. 
Piper. "Sheep can endure a lot of 
cold if they are well fed and are kept 
dry. 
It seems impossible 
to 
keep 
them 'dry in late winter and early 
spring, when we are having the thaws 
and rains. Once they get. the wool 
damp it is no easy matter to get it 
dry again, and often they take cold, 
after which they do not thrive." 
Mr. Piper maintains that sheep are 
mighty good property al present, as 
both mutton and wool are bringing 
£ood prices. 
He believes that on 
much of the rougher land they would 
prove to be more profitable than dairy 
cows. They require but little time 
nnd attention, fifty .sheep heing cared 
for in about forty-five minutes per day.

STATE DEATH RATE 


INCREASED DURING 


THE YEAR OF 1917 


tSPZCIJL TO THE 1AZETTX.] 


Bladison, Wis., Feb. 1.—The advent 
of cold weather, bringing closer con- 
finement, bad ventilation, and more 
pneumonia, influenza, etc., raised the 
state's death, rate slightly in the last 
quarter of 1917. 
Deaths from pneu- 
monia were nearly double those of 
the third quarter. 
Total deaths reported in October, 
November and December to the state 
bureau of vital statistics, were 6,414, 
an increase of 184, and the death rate 
was 10.2 per 1,000 population, as 
against 9.9 in the previous period. The 
northern section as usual he!-d the low- 
est death rate, 8.9; the central coun- 
ties followed with 10.3, and the south- 
ern tier was highest with 10.7. 
Pneumonia caused the greatest num- 
l er of deaths, with, a toll of 567 lives, 
as compared -with 290 in the preceding 
quarter. Other leading death causes 
and their number were: Pulmonary 
tuberculosis, 458; other tuberculosis, 
SO- cancer, 492; diarrhea, 
enteritis, 
under 2 years, 134; diphtheria, 91; 
meningitis, 47; typhoid fever, 29; scar- 
let fever, 26; -whooping cou«ti, 26; In- 
thienza, 22; puerperal septicemia, 13; 
measles, 4. Violence accounted for 
492 deaths, and 421 stiHbirths were 
reported. By age groups, the mortal- 
ity figures show 2,28-t deaths at 60 
years and over: JS05 under one year, 
and 228 between 1 and 4 years. 
Deaths from violence and other un- 
usual causes were noticeably numer- 
ous and 
diversified. Seventy-seven 
were suicides.

Daniels Confident Submarine Menace 


Will Be Overcome This 
Year. 


(Special Cable to The Sentinel and 
The New York Times.) 
Washington, D. C., Jon. 31.—Sec- 
retary Daniels told the house commit- 
tee on naval affairs on Thursday that 
the American navy would have nearly 
300 destroyers and armored submarine 
chasers in the war zone and m the 
ocean lanes by late summer or early 
fall. 
This fleet of anti-submarine 
craft he declared, would-be strong 
enough to reduce the submarine men- 
ace to the lowest possible minimum. 
Secretary Daniels informed the com- 
mittee that Henry Ford , had 
turned 
over his immense plant at Detroit to 
build the new type of submarine 
chaser for the government. 
A con- 
tract has been signed with Mr. Ford 
by which he will turn out these ships 
bv the score, Mr. Daniels stated. In 
eeneral terms it was stated that the 
size will be between the old destroyer 
and the new submarine chaser. 
It is 
understood that the Vpeed will exceed 
that of the modern destroyers. 
The identity of the designers of the 
new type of vessel also has been con- 
cealed, although it is known that Mr. 
Ford's mechanical experts and the ex- 
perts of the bureau of 
construction 
and repair of the nav department 
have held several conferences and 
that they have been co-operating for 
a considerable time. 
Mr Daniels told the committee of 
the successful experiments with these 
armored submarine chasers, 
which 
are about 200 feet long, very speedy 
and carry two powerful guns. 
Naval engineers who have 
passed 
upon the new armored 
submarine 
hunting ships are confident they will 
be more effective in 
destroying the 
German undersea boats than the de- 
stroyers. 
Great success is predicted 
for them because they will go faster 
and will ride so low in the water as to 
make their presence hard to detect. / 
Admiral David W. Taylor, chief of 
the naval bureau of construction and 
repairs and Naval Constructor Stock- 
er approved the plans, and everything 
Is now in readiness, Mr. Daniels told 
the committee, for their manufacture. 
The engines and parts are to be made 
bv the Henry Ford plants. 
The new 
ships can be turned out very rapidly 
and they will make their appearance 
in the European water in considerable 
numbers within a few months. 
In every essential the navy is ready 
for the work before it, and Secretary 
Daniels predicted that by the late 
months of 1918 the submarine men- 
ace will toe overcome.
